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We Can t Let Operation Ghana Down 


An Editorial 


Operation Ghana, one of the most unique goodwill 
undertakings in the history of American education, has 
proved a distinguished success. 
Initiated by Marius Livingston, member of the 
Pennsbury high school faculty, and members of his 
history class, the project has already brought more 
than 60,000 books for dispatch to the world’s latest 
country to emerge as an independent nation—Ghana, in 
Africa. 
But the real climax of the venture appears certain 
to become bitter disappointment for Mr. Livingston and 
six Pennsbury students who for the past two months 
have been finalizing preparations to deliver the books 
personally to the Ghana government as friendship am­ 
bassadors from the students of America. 
The trip is scheduled for June 19—less than two 


weeks hence—via Pan American. 


But only a few days ago the organization which felt 
its national counterpart would underwrite expenses re­ 
ceived negative response because its parent group found 
such underwriting not within confines of policy. 
The result is that Mr. Livingston (whose own ex­ 
penses would be handled by the State Department) and 
his six students are all dressed up and have no place 
to go. No money. 
Needless to say there is disappointment, for the 
whole project had been receiving state-wide and nation­ 
wide attention in educational, newspapers, magazine and 
State Department circles. 


It had been regarded as one of the most important 
gestures of understanding and goodwill the country 
could possibly make to a little country finally emerging 


from colonialism to stand upon its own. 
And, of course, the experience for the students 
would be invaluable. 
However, Mr. Livingston refuses to accept the 
impossible. 
He’s confident that he and his six students will 
leave for Ghana June 19. 
Understanding friends appreciative of the values of 
such a project as a climax to the book-raising appeal 
and cognizant of the significance of such an undertaking 
in present and future relations between America and 
Ghana and other small independent countries have al­ 
ready contributed $1,000 to the cause. 
Total cost of the venture, including transportation 
and living expenses for two weeks in Africa and Europe, 
is $9,000. 


That leaves $8,000 to be obtained somewhere, some­ 
how. 


We believe this is a most noteworthy cause, whose 
implications as a contribution to American interests the 
world over are infinitely positive. 


If completely successful, it would bring unusual dis­ 
tinction to not only Pennsbury High School, but to the 
whole educational institution in Lower Bucks county and 
to the broad community of Lower Bucks as well." 
Shall we neglect this opportunity for a highly al­ 


truistic and purposeful undertaking of immeasurable 
benefit to students, to school, to community, to country?
